PITTSFIELD, Iill., Sept. 20.—The Bar- 
ry Exchange Bank, the third oldest in 
‘this county, closed its doors Monday. It 
Was a private bank, organized by its 
present President, Eugene Smith, in 
‘1872, and regarded as one of the strong- 
“est institutions in the county. 

Monday Mr. Smith executed. a trust 
deed to W. W. Watson of Barry, con- 
veying for the benefit of creditors 600 
acres of land in this county valued at 
* $30,000, and also some holdings in Kan- 
S@as and Texas. 

No statement of the bank's condition 
has been made, but it is rumored that 
the failure was precipitated by protest 
of draft drawn on the Hartford Pro- 
vision Co. of Hartford, Conn., to whom 
@ credit of $30,000 had been extended. 

This company maintained a pork- 
packing house at Barry and a number 
(of purchasing agents in the county.

Body of One Man Recovered—

RENO, Nev... Bept. 2#0.—Partial reports 
are that 2 persons are injured and one 
man, Geoftge Wareman, is dead as the 
result of a terrible head-on collision on 
the Southern VJ’acific, between two 


collision of two passenger trains at a 
point nine miles west of Beowawe, be- 
tween 6 and 7 o'clock Tuesday evening. 

The wreck,. from the reports given 
out, was caused by one of the engineers 
on the freight trains running contrary 
to orders. 

An effort was made to stop the in- 
coming trains, with success for the first 
section. of No. 3, though a moment later 
the second section plunged full speed 
into the first section. Many more 
deaths are expected when complete de- 
tails are in.

The office at Sparks 
will not give out any definite details.

The surprising nature of this show- 
ing is better understood when the 
bank statements show deposits of 
more than 8200,000,000. 

There is a belief in the Circuit At- 
torneyv’s office that at least one-half 
of this cash is owned by St. Louis peo- 
ple, and that the difference between 
that half and $25,000 represents one 
phase of the tax dodger’s skill. 

One retired wholesale merchant whose 
tax returns show $200,000 worth of prop- 
érty, swears he has put $150 cash. The 
various pawnbrokers. swear that they 
have very little personal property ané 
practically no cash. 


Refuses to Take Oath. 

One rich and especially prominent 
man takes the lead in dodging both 
taxes and violation of an oath. He 
doesn’t take any oath. He refuses to 
make returns, and leaves that for the 
Assessor. It is estimated that the as- 
sessment is several hundred thousand 
dollars below the right figure. 

There are others who have adopted 
this plan. ¥ 

Another favorable method of dodging 
the taxes on cash is to make large 
purchases, at tax return time, of Gov- 
ernment or State bonds, which bear no 
taxes. Immediately after these bonds 
have served their purpose, they are 
sold and the cash passes back to the 
credit of the citizens.

Jerome Was a Spectator. 

District Attorney Jerome was an in- 
terested spectator of the procéedings. 

Willis G. Nash, cashier of the New 
York State Bank of Albany, N. Y., was 
the first witness. He produced a tran- 
script of the account of Andrew A. 
Hamilton from Jan. 1, 1900, to date, 
This consisted of 24 ledger sheets. The 
account gave no particulars beyond the 
amounts. 

Mr. Nash said only Mr. Hamilton's 
daughter had power to draw checks on 
that account. 

President John McCall of the New 
York Life Insurance Co. was then 
called. After being sworn and giving 
the preliminary information as to his 
business and residence, he said he had 
been coztroller of the Equitable before 
becoming President of the New York 
Life Insurance Co., and previously had 
been superintendent of insurance at 
Albany. 

He said it was true that he has drawn 
checks on the New York Life Insurance 
Co. account without the approval of 
the Finance Committee. He said this 
was almost a daily occurrence. He 
knew Andrew Hamilton for 10 years. 
Hamilton is not a relative of his, he 
‘added. 

Mr. McCall said he himself is the sole 
judge of what checks should be drawn 
without authorization. 

Hamilton, he said, has charge of the 
real estate of the company throughout 
the country on a salary of $10,000 a 
year. 


About the $100,000. 


Taking up the $itv,ww in checks sent to 
Albany, Mr. McCall said in answer to 
Mr. Hughes that he gave them to Ham- 
fiton. He said in 193 the company de- 
termined to buy the biock in the rear 
of the home office, this city. 

He sent for a real estate man to take 
up the subject quietly; the New York 
Life Insurance Co. was not to be known 
in the transaction. 

In December, 1903, the real estate man 
reported he thought the biock could be 
procured for $1,100,000 and that 16 per 
cent of this should be available quickly, 

“] told him,’ said Mr. McCall, “that 
I would put him in touch with Judge 
Hamilton and pursuant to that I or- 
dered the two checks in question 
drawn. The vouchers will show what 
they were drawn for.” 

He procured the vouchers and identi- 
fied them. One was the Comptrolier’s 
warrant and the other Mr. Hamilton's 
receipt. The words ‘for temporary 
uso’ on one of the vouchers, Mr. McCall 
sald, meant that the money was to be 
used tor the purpose directed and to be 
reported back to the board. He said 
the $100,000 had been accounted for by 
Mr. Hamilton.

Sheriff Testified. 


The testimony of Sheriff George Her- 
pel. of St. Louis County went to show 
that no system or general rule attended 
the selection of the Gumberts jury, 
that the “jury list might have been iu- 
spected by interested parties’ before 
Gumberts was placed on trial; that the 
jurors were selected w! ithout regard to 
their standing in the community; that 
the eligibility of a juror was deter- 
mined practically by the fact of his 
qualification to vote; that one of the 
jurors, Charlies Van Studdiford, the 
wélisknown. race horse owner, Was Sus 
gested as a ‘good juryman” to the 
Sheriff by Mr. Herpel’s chief deputy, 
Clarence Campbell. 

Constable Bella‘rs swore that ne" had 
geen a numberof the Gumberts jurors 
at the racetrack at various times dur- 
ing the last few years, and some of 
them he noticed betting freely. 

Although Sheriff Hencken, according 
to his own testimony, visited the race- 
track nearly every day, he saw none 
of the jurors there, he said, knew lit- 
tle about them or their habits and 
eared nothing so long as they were 
not “drunkards or bums.”

OZARK, Ark., Sept. 20.—‘‘I am going 
to charge Gov. Davis with accepting 
money from gamblere’’——

Mr. Rogers -here produced a _ letter 
from Dave Young, a saloon keeper of 
Hot Springs, which he read and in 
which Young declared that Gov. Davis 
had promised to. pardon him of fines 
amounting to $1600 for political support, 
but stipulating that Young must keep 
the matter quiet until after election. 
Young also charged that he had given 
up $10 to pay Davis’ life insurance, 
and further charged that Davis had so- 
licited and accepted money from Hot 
Springs gamblers to make his campaign 
with.

Man Who Accidentally Shot 
Aged Friend Worried 
Himself Hl. 


TOOK HIM FOR BURGLAR 


Third Suffers’ in:s:Tragedy, 
Fiancee Who Is Pros- 
trated. 


J. H. Sweeney of 4017 Green Lea place, 
who accidentally shot his friend, T. C. 
Savage of the same number, was burled 
in St. Peter’s Cemetery Wednesday. 

His death Monday is the closing chap- 
ter of a tragedy which brought grief to 
a neighborhood. It ended a romance 
and has seriously affected the health of 
a young woman who was engaged to 
marry him. 

Mr. Sweeney suffered for seven weeks 
from appendicitis. Hé had been a pa- 
tient until a week ago in the Deaconess 
Hospital. 

After an operation he became better 
and although weakened by an acute at- 
tack of hiccoughs which lasted 10 days, 
he was thought to be out of danger. 

News Unnerved Him. 

Two weeks ago he was told of the 
death of his friend, T. C. Savage. 
Friends believe the news unnerved him 
and directly contributed to his death. 

Sweeney accidentally shot Savage a 
month ago. He had lived in the house- 
hold for many years and was regarded 
as a son. 

Aroused in the night by a noise in the 
kitchen and thinking that burglars 
were trying to rob the house, Sweeney 
investigated. He met Savage in the 
kitchen, which was totally dark. Swee- 
ney called, but apparently his friend did 
not hear him. Thinking a burglar was 
in the room and his own life in danger 


sweency fired. 
Shot His Friend. 

The bullet struck his friend and in- 
flicted a wound that caused his death a 
few days later. 

Savage died at the City Hospital the 
same day that an operation was per- 
formed on Sweeney, in the hope of sav- 


ing his life. 

Savage exonerated Sweeney -on his 
death bed. He said the shooting was 
a terrible mistake and altogether acci- 
dental. 

The accident left its mark on Sweeney, 
who deeply loved his friend, in Whose 
home he had lived for years. He “wor- 
ried himeeif ill. 

Miss Beaulah McAllister of De Soto, 
Mo.. who was affianced to Sweeney, 
came to St. Louis and visited him at the 
hospital daily. They had met at the 
Savage home and were to be married 
about the time of the accident, 

On its account the marriage was post- 
poned until Christmas. Miss McAllister 
collapsed after his death.

MOB FIRED UPON? 


Revolution in Colombia Said to 
Have Followed President’s 
Declaration. 


PANAMA, Sept. 20.—Reports have 
reached -here that Gen. Rafael Reyes, 
President of Colombia, declared him- 
self dictator on Sept. 18 and imprisoned 
the members of the Supreme Court of 
Bogota. 

The reports are unconfirmed, but they 
state mobs, angered by Reyes’ action, 
attacked the presidential palace and 
were fired upon by. the troops, who 
killed or wounded many of the rioters.

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CHINA’S NEW ARMY. 


It is said that the new Chinese military program 
includes the organization of a force of 40,000 men 
inseach of 20 provinces. 

The Eng’ish, 
German ,and French officers employed to train Chi- 
nese eereite were dismissed and the entire work 
of military organization is in the hands of Japanese. 

International relations will have to be readjusteil.

It may be hoped, however, that she will not seek 
to use her tremendous force against the West as 
the Western powers have used theirs against her.

railroad friends who were possessed of 
money.

HOW TO MAKE A FOUNTAIN.

Take a large 
thimble or the top of a watering can 
and see that the small holes are well 
pierced through. Solder onto the tube. 
Raise the other piece of barrel four 
feet above the level of the basin, either 
banking or blocking it up with rock 
work. Insert the other end of the tube 
three inches from the bottom and cover 
the end over with fine gauze to pre 
vent the fountain getting stomped” tip. 
Rockwork and growing plants should 
be led up to the fountain, trying to 
make it as inconspicuous as possible.

Stygomyia Mosquitoes Are 
Shipped to Washington.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 2¢.—Two jars 
marked ‘Perishable, this side up; han- 
dle with containing 40 speci- 
mens of the male and female type of 
stygomyia mosquitoes have been 
shipped to Surgeon-General Wyman ot 
ihe Marine Hospital service by Dr. M. 
J. Roseneau, bacteriologist of that de- 
partment. This is the first time that 
germ-spreading mosquitoes have ever 
peen forwarded from this city. 

The insects which Gen. Wyman will 
have in his possession in a day or two 
ere to be examined in the Government 
iaporatory at Washington. while Dr. 
Hoseneau is searching for the yellow 
fever germ at the emergency hospital 
n this city. 

The fever is gradually enveloping the 
entire State, and but few parishes with- 
in a radius of 100 miles from New Or- 
leans have not become infected. In 
spite of relentless shotgun quarantines 
the disease has appeared in the most 
remote towns, which today are expe- 
riencing a great deal of trouble in get- 
ting it under control. Several cases 
have been brought to New Orleans from 
the country owing to insufficient hos- 
yital facilities. : 

As a precaution against the members 
nf the travne contracting fever, th 
Grand Onera House stock company, 
which arrived here last week from New 
York. has engaged the services of a 
trained vel'ow fever physician to watch 
over the players. Last night one of the 
actresses develoned a. severe cold, but 
she managed to reach her dressing 
room and get on the stage.

“The majority of the people of Ireland 
at best, as I saw them, are existing, not 
living. Of course there are exceptions." 

lt was suggested to Mr. Hanick that 
the recent Land Act contained great 
promise of good to the Irish farmer. 

lo this he said: “All over Ireland the 
lardiords are frustrating the adminis- 
tration of this law, endeavoring to sell 
tre bad land at inflated prices,#to which 
the Government adds a bonus, and re- 
taining the zood land in their own pos- 
sessicn. 

“I visited the Irish capital and found 
the people very hospitable and courteous 
there. The Dublin metropolitan police 
is the finest body of men T ever saw. 

‘‘T was scrry to notice that there were 
a great nuniber of beggars in Dublin, 
who had a great faculty for ‘spotting’ 
a stranger. 

“| »jartictlarly enjeved the beef and 
mutton of Ireland. We have nothing as 
gocd here. 

“T went to the races at Leapordstown 
and had a httle experience. A ‘gentle- 
man’ from Belfast put me ‘next’ to a 
‘eood thi: 5... I gave him 4 shillings to 
invest, and he forgot to return. 

“I spent a few weeks in England and 
was amazed at the extent of the poverty 
1 witnessed in Liverpool. 

“T also visited Blackpool, which is a 


celebrated watering place 70 miles from 
Liverpool. There were 150,000 holiday 
| seekers there at the time. I was nearly 
starved at Blackpool. At the _ hotel 
where I stayed it took seven pieces of 
meat to ‘nake a moouthful. 

“Tl had a few days in Lofiten, and to 
prove my sporting blood passed an 
afternoon at Epsom Downs. 

“We had some celebrities home with 
us, including Consuelo, Duchess of Marl- 
borough, and Lord Hartington.
